In n dlliculty Saturday on llol- 
lv en-«k. near h To, Frank Smith 
und hi* two fuiir, W'dliuin and 
Manfred Smith, aged d** peelively, 
twenty uutl twenty-two year*, were 
instantly killetl by Scott MoQuiun. 
[The beginning of tlie light may 
never l*e known, us there were no 
witnesses except John Lane, a 
brother-in-law of McQuinn. 

William and Mnnfretl Smith 
J had been to Wilhurst and were re¬ 
turning home, each riding a mule, 
and weft Hear the home of Scott 
McQuinn. They had to pus* the 
McQuinn hom*, which was on the 
county road. 

Manfred Smith fell in the road, 
William fell iu the barn lot shot 
in the head, breast and stomach. 
It is supposed that William was 
trying to get a tree for shelter, as 
he fell near one. 

Frank Smith, the father, was at 
home and hearing the shooting, 
got his shotgun and came up near 
the barn and was killetl. 

Mr. Lyra, immediately after the 
trouble, was on the ground, and 
weut iuto the McQuinn home and 
asked McQuinn and Lane who 
dul the killing, and McQuiun an¬ 
swered : 

“We did, but we had to do it." 

One of the mules that the 
Smiths were riding was killed and 
the other <>ue was shot. Neither 
McQuinn nor Lane was injured. 
Manfred Smith had a revolver in 
his hand with two emptyjchamtiers. 

About six years ago William 
Smith and Mavne Taull»ee killetl 
Mi-rdith McQuinn, the fourteen- 
year-old brother of McQuinn. 
Smith was at that time about the 
same age. Smith served a five- 
year term in the Stale prison for 
the crime and has been home only 
a short tune. Taull>ee was alao 
convicted. There has been bad 
feeling between the two families 
ever since and trouble has been 
expected ever since the killiug of 
Moridith McQuinn. 

Scott McQuinn ia unmarried, i* 
about 22 years of age and lives 
with bis mother. His father died 
some years ago. The two Smith 
boys lived with their father. 

The two families lived near each 
other. Frank Smith is a brother 
of Jeff Smith, who was a witness 
iu the Hargis case in Lexington. 

Frank is the third of his family 
to be killed. Elkanou Smith wa* 
killed at a null about four years 
ago by Hud Hohnnan, who is now 
serving a twelve-year sentence for 
the crime. George Smith, another 
brother, was killed iu Day's store, 
on Frozen Creek, nearly three 
years ago, by Charles T. Byrd, an 
attorney. Byrd was never indict¬ 
ed sud lives in the West.

The homes of the McQuinn* and 
Smiths are only about 100 yard* 
apart mid all day long while the 
people Ihruiged nt the latter place 
no sign of life could be seen at the 
former. 

Sheriff J. T. Stamper and jailer 
J. C. B. Little, of Wolfe County, 
were on the scene Sunday and 
went to the McQuinn home and 
talked with Mrs. McQuinn. They 
left there at 3 o’clock going tow¬ 
ard Campton. By some arrange¬ 
ment with Mrs. McQuinn the offi¬ 
cer* got in communication with 
Scott McQuinn and John Lane, 
the men who were charged with 
the killiug and they agreed to 
meet the officers on Stillwater at u 
point about three mile* from the 
scene of the killiug aud go with 
them to Camptou. The officers 
went to this place and according 
to arrangements, they were met 
by Scott McQuinn and John Lane 
in company with Jim Mo- 
Quinu and Lee ProfUt, two other 
meu who were present at the kill¬ 
ing. They were takeu to Camp- 
ton Sunday evening aud placed 
in jail. 

There is great excitement in 
that section over the killing, and 
it i* believed that there will In 
more bloodshed. 

At the examining trial held at 
Campton yesterday Scott McQuinn 
and John Lane were held without 
hail. Jim McQuinn aud Lee ProfSt 
were dismissed.
